Hence, 
should made clear that the following 
statement certain pitfalls socialized 
classroom procedure must not misinter- 
preted into indictment the method. 
the contrary, such statement becomes 
implicit endorsement such method 
for those times, classrooms, persons, and 
subject matters will most economi- 
cally unite the complex processes 
learning. But also positive assertion 
that this method suffers the usual limita- 
tion not being foolproof the extent 
that works equally well matter how 
administered. 

Teachers will wish check their social- 
ized procedures against the following list 
expanded questions: 


few the exclusion the many? Occa- 
sionally the recitation monopolized 
the brighter, the better informed, more 
talkative pupils, while the rest not 
participate vocally. 
popularity gains for pupil opportunities 
recite the disadvantage the oppor- 
tunities the remainder the group. 

The wise teacher will constantly check 
the occasional tendency participation 
grow more and more limited. 


Does class stick the subject? 
While one expects the class discussion 
manifest the rhetorical perfection 
essay lecture, should not for pro- 
longed periods cluttered with irrelevant 
trifling material, drift aimlessly. The

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class should conscious, all times, 
the definitely limited subject, and, the 
discussion proceeds, they should endeavor 
treat this subject orderly fashion. 
Preliminary incidental outlining, with 
progressive amendment 
and occasional summaries, will much 
keep the recitation unified and the 
progress orderly. 


Does the discussion represent reason- 
ably logical informations from solid 
ground established facts? While 
would seem though this standard exceeds 
the capacities the lower elementary 
child, nevertheless good thing for 
the teacher all levels remember that 
mere talk cannot take the place ascer- 
tained facts, and that ignorance being 
compounded never becomes information 
wisdom. There some danger that social- 
ization recitation will suggest few 
children the possibility talking without 
ideas, substituting strong assertion 
for proof. Strong assertion may frequently 
prove that speaker has opinion with- 
out indicating that has facts. Part the 
ideal value socialized classroom proce- 
dure that can teach students 
sensitive proof and evaluate the 
merits conflicting viewpoints. Not 
use the device for these purposes not 
take fullest advantages its oppor- 
tunities. 


Does socialized procedure build 
desirable social outcomes? Good socialized 
discussion cooperative effort discuss 
tentative proposition. not debate 
which competitive effort pro and con 
gain assent fixed and unamendable

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proposition. Both discussion and debate 
have valid but different functions. 

Proponents socialized classroom dis- 
cussion stress its potential values for the 
teaching that complex informations, 
appreciations, attitudes, and skills which 
call social behavior. this outcome 
neglected, the children are taught 
opinionated, impolite, wrangling, then, 
whatever else the discussion may achieve, 
definitely fails achieve its fullest 
opportunities. 


teacher enter too little into 
the discussion? Occasionally the teacher 
does not give the class the benefit his 
superior adult and professional resources, 
information, judgment, and wisdom. While 
such surrender fundamental functions 
may predicated upon many reasons, the 
most common and most dangerous these 
the erroneous and growing belief that 
teacher, and therefore, designation, 
commission, function, authority, responsi- 
bility, and equipment apart from 
and above the class violate the democ- 
racy the classroom. 


excessively intrude myself into 
the discussion? may well asked, 
“When interruptions become excessive?” 
Any answer obviously must based upon 
educational yardstick. Interruptions 
become excessive when they not trans- 
late themselves economically into educa- 
tional opportunities for the children. They 
are liable prove excessive when they are 
made relieve the teacher’s speech 
knowledge. 


Does socialized discussion fail 
teach listening? Mere order better than 
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disorder learning situation. Attention 
better than mere order. Listening 
better than attention, and active listening 
better than passive listening. Good social- 
ized recitation should teach active listening. 


disorder varied activities? The learn- 
ing situation group socialized procedure 
obviously cannot characterized the 
uniform behavior pattern that the disci- 
plinarian yesteryear considered ideal for 
the well-organized classroom. Yet the 
socialized procedure the diversity not 
formity common problem which 
some recite, some listen, some rise, some 
sit, and some take notes, and some refer 
books.

WISH start the discussion defend- 
ing the thesis that what children think 
about important. was scolded once 
some society ladies for defending this prop- 
osition. was asked speak them 
about treatment methods applied chil- 
dren foster homes. made the statement 
that case work with children, well 
adults, procedure will succeed unless 
the patient client consulted and par- 
ticipates the plan. the discussion 
following talk was told that, since 
grownups know better what good for 
child, decisions should made without 
consulting the child. think that many 
the serious errors make handling 
children come from this point view.

10. Does socialized classroom pro- 
duce misconceptions explicit implicit 
outcomes? Some the socialized discus- 
sions have heard have led wonder 
whether the participants were not getting 
the following ideas among others: that 
anybody’s opinion just good any- 
body else’s opinion (it isn’t true even 
democracy); that all questions should 
settled vote; (c) that any question 
can settled vote; and (d) that any 
vote would settle any question. implica- 
tion have seen authority rather solemnly 
flouted infants. But must hasten 
say while these and other erroneous ideas 
were casually and erroneously developed 
few places, such development forms 
necessary part the whole scheme 
method. 


11. Does the delivery pupils 
conform decent standards conversa- 
tion public speech? The easy informal- 
ity most socialized discussion may result 
slovenly speech habits. This informality 
should not used attempt justify 
bad posture, slovenly enunciation, incorrect 
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pronunciation, and general speech care- 
lessness. 


12. make excessive, unproductive, 
exclusive use this method? After all, 
socialized recitation only one method 
conducting class even recitation, and 
while possesses certain advantages 
likewise possesses certain disadvantages, 
can see, for example, that makes 
unusually good provision for training 
group thinking and acting. must 
equally honest admitting that 
slower and less definite procedure for 
handling masses subject matter than 
the generally discredited lecture method, 
word, has its peculiar advantages 
much other there are 
many —have theirs. The wise teacher 
knows that methods are tools and that not 
all jobs can done equally well with the 
same tool. 


13. make excessive use single 
pattern socialized discussion? There are 
many patterns for the socialized proce- 
dure and many advantages and dis- 
advantages each pattern that employ 
one these constantly would not seem 
indicate sensitivity class needs 
understanding method resources.

things the lack amusement, and look 
into the private life the delinquent, they 
might discover what the trouble is.” 

Turning now own case material, 
let see what lessons can learn from 
the way children size grownups their 
environment. The common saying seems 
very true, that children are better able than 
grownups sense the genuineness atti- 
tudes and detect insincerity and hypoc- 
risy.. Thus boy told me, “My mother 
says she likes all alike, but you ought 
see her with Ruth! give her any- 
thing.” find children especially 
sensitive unfairness the part 
parents and teachers. Even problem chil- 
dren from unhappy homes are very loyal 
when talking about their parents but they 
are always ready complain they think 
their parents are unfair. 

many respects children, even dull 
ones, are good judges adult personalities. 
Perhaps fortunate that principals 
not know this, but sure that one 
the best ways evaluate teacher 
find out what the children think her. 
Assuming this partly true, let see what 
traits children think “good” “bad” 
teacher. You might assume that chil- 
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dren like only teachers who are lenient 
discipline. That not usually true. Almost 
routinely children complain teacher 
unable control her class. What children 
dislike most (next unfairness) uncer- 
tainty. Boys have often told they prefer 
strict teacher who consistent, 
unpredictable teacher “who gets mad 
days she don’t feel right.” Children need 
know where the limits are; how far they 
can go; what they can “get away with.” 
upsets them these limits vary with the 
mood the teacher parent. not 
the strictness lack that im- 
portant, the consistency. Inconsist- 
ency the part important adults makes 
children feel insecure and behave rest- 
less, irritated fashion. 

learn more exactly what children 
think teachers, have studied inter- 
views with group dull children. the 
order frequency these are traits they 
dislike: teachers who are unfair; teachers 
who are inconsistent and moody; teachers 
who strike them “holler them”; and 
teachers who are old, “grouchy,” and 
“cranky.” Conversely, traits they like are: 
teachers who are willing help with their 
work; teachers who are fair; teachers who 
give them occasional rewards 
leges; and, finally, teachers who are 
young. 

contrast what children think the 
adults their environment, sometimes 
both interesting and important know 
what they think about themselves. Many 
times have found them able evaluate 
their own abilities better than their teach- 
ers their parents. have seen our 
clinic many children who were reaching 
their academic ceiling and who were not 
capable doing better schoolwork. the 
same time their parents were exerting pres- 
sure them bring home better marks 
from school and were depriving them 
useful socializing experiences (Scouts, rec- 
reation) punishment, make them 
study more. This educational pressure the 
parents exert often due their own dis- 
appointments and their need have per- 
fect children, But frequently fostered 
teachers who tell the parents that their 
child “capable better work,” but 
Just “lazy” “will not pay attention.” 
These same children tell the clinic 
that they know the work too hard and 
they are miserable because they are 
disappointing their parents. 

course, children not have perfect 
insight regarding their abilities. Many 
times see children who are unwilling 
(or unable) face their limitations. They 
often make alibis for their failures. Thus 
one boy, who did not have the ability 
the work his grade, said “failed 
because didn’t study.” asked him why 
did not. replied, teacher didn’t 
make the work interesting enough for me.”

Another way children refuse face the 
reality their limitations clinging 
fantastic ambitions which are far beyond 
their capacities. young boy daydreams 
about the great things will when 
grows up; but usually, grows older, 
the wings his fantasies become clipped 
conform more closely his ability his 
environment. usually serious danger 
signal find dull 15-year-old boy who 
still insists might yet become genius 
some line. 

How the inner thoughts children 
affect their schoolwork? Every teacher 
knows that upset home environment 
often affects child’s work and behavior 
child say so. These are some the things 
that children have told me. seven-year- 
old girl was referred because she had cry- 
ing spells school. She said, “My mother 
told (patient and sister) she’d leave 
aren’t good. I’m afraid won’t see her 
any more.” twelve-year-old boy referred 
because hysterical spells said, “My 
father told he’d hit didn’t

would deem unfair close this talk 
without indicating that also important 
what teachers and parents think about chil- 
dren. would like point out the two 
most frequent errors teachers make 
“diagnosing” children. The first one have 
already mentioned; occurs when teachers 
tell parents their child capable better 
work but lazy and just will not put 
his mind his work. This condition 
rarely true that frequently suspect that 
the teacher does not believe either. 
equally common, but much more serious 
error diagnosis that the child spoiled 
and need stricter discipline. 
tragic the number times mothers have 
quoted the teacher and then added, did 
beat him more but didn’t any good. 
made him worse.” Very often these 
seemingly children have 
mothers who are very protective and 
anxious about them. the same time 
these mothers are inconsistent their 
affection and times are even cruel 
their punishment.

describe bright, talented children chil- 
dren endowed with genius. some cases this 
description may accurate, but often 
only wishful thinking. Sometimes due 
faulty conception the nature genius. 


Genius Rare 


Genius, the world understands the word, 
rare because demands physical and mental 
excellence many traits. outstand- 
ing one trait does not, itself, constitute 
genius. Some who have potential genius 
not have the will power ability concen- 
trate sufficiently bring actuality. The 
genius level intelligence has been described 
as, roughly, the upper per cent the 
graduates our best colleges. Intelligence 
able carry the individual this point 
could classified genius level. This, say 
experts, generous lowering genius 
standards. 

Anyone whom the world genius 
worker. Consider Benjamin 
Franklin, one the greatest Americans. His 
genius followed many lines and was fruitful. 
invented the lightning rod, the detonator 
for explosives, the wood-burning stove, the 
smoke-consuming furnace, the copying press, 
double spectacles, laundry mangle, and 
dozens other things. 

reorganized the city Philadelphia. 
started the first American fire-insurance com- 
pany. wrote popular songs, played the 
harp, the violin, and the guitar. was chief 
founder the United States Weather Bureau, 
and discovered many things about prevailing 
winds and the direction storms. 

taught swimming and was considered 
the finest swimmer his day. His was the 
first circulating library. was active the

promotion public education, and founded 
the University Pennsylvania. was our 
first political economist and, our first post- 
master general, instituted our whole postal 
system. proposed daylight-saving 
was successful printing that was 
able retire wealthy when was only 42. 
founded The Saturday Evening Post. 
wrote much permanent worth. was 
ambassador. discovered that electricity and 
lightning were the same. 

Consider genius one line, music. The 
probability the birth musical genius 
the stature Beethoven one 2,000,000 
years the world now populated. The 
number traits possessed high degree, 
their interrelation, and many other factors 
combine produce genius. 

true that, while there are very few 
potential geniuses, nevertheless there are two 
three times the number discovered. This 
vitally important statement made those 
who have studied the matter. Even one more 
genius would mean untold benefit the coun- 
try. The contributions one genius can 
transform whole country relieve untold 
suffering. has been pointed out that only 
because the world’s people genius have 
discovered and developed themselves, has 
mankind any history worth the name; and 
that the outstanding nations the future 
will those which have geniuses, least 
very superior minds work national 
problems. 


The Handicaps Genius 
While accepting the responsibility for dis- 
covering genius when possible, the parent can 
problem. Would you want genius for your 
child? Genius seems more trust and 
great responsibility than anything else. The 
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world has treated its people genius very 
shabbily. 

The world geared the average and 
slightly over average man. genius mis- 
fit and isn’t allowed forget it. 
different from the rest us; therefore 
must wrong. The schools are not for him. 
Teachers what they can for him, but 
they must help the other children. They 
know that this brilliant, challenging child will 
look out for himself. The child regarded 
with suspicion and some resentment his 
fellows. doesn’t seem fair that compre- 
hends flash problems they must toil 
over. 

perhaps the genius distant from 
the school room interests that cannot 
tolerate them. recall the unhappy time 
school Edison and other people genius. 
Usually they are misfits making friends. 
They are misunderstood. Their later domestic 
life seldom happy. Until the world learns 
better how treat the genius, the child this 
type will have lonely and unhappy time 
it. 

Some parents feel that they have done 
wonders they achieve physical health for 
the child, and achievement. They 
“Mind will out,” and let the rest take care 
itself. They feel that school, and everyday 
experiences will bring out the ability 
there. degree, they are right. True in- 
telligence will make its presence known. There 
will fruit, but may gnarled and im- 
perfect allowed make its own way 
through whatever difficulties are present. 

The impressionable years before school must 
made count. Even morons become use- 
ful citizens, self-supporting and credit 
the community, through right training. And 
poor training can retard the development 
the normal the superior child. Most parents 
would agree this. They refuse grow 
dreamy-eyed about genius. The work the 
world done the capable and intelligent 
who are usually above average, but who often 
consider themselves less than that. Even 
people genius shy from the word and mis- 
trust it. Capacity for hard, painstaking work 
more frequently their explanation. 


The May Change 

Formerly was thought that 
gence quotient never changed. Recent, star- 
tling research with preschool classes has upset 
this theory. Many children tested over 
period years have proved that the slight 
gains were permanent. The period, year 
two years before starting school, was 
found the period when this gain could 
made. Not all preschool classes had the 
same record. Some showed little prog- 
ress. While study continuing the 
causes difference, has been noticed that 
best results come when the child doing 
much thinking for himself, and 
placed with brighter children. 

Less than average children sometimes show 
more progress than the brighter children. The 
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importance these gains coming early 
vital. bring somewhat subnormal child 
normal above before enters school 
revolutionary achievement. 


Encourage Self-Reliance 


This proved importance learning during 
the preschool years places new significance 
things the child learns home during this 
period. His mental growth can fostered 
best then. 

Psychologists agree that, from babyhood, 
the child should not helped anything 
thinks can for himself. Also, 
should allowed conditions which insure his 
success. simple thing the baby’s 
climbing chair, they point out that 
mistake yield the impulse boost 
him into place. should allowed try 
for himself, hundreds ways. The habit 
succeeding should implanted him 
early. 

Dr. Catherine Cox Miles, her study 
the childhood great genius, tells the 
method used the mother the famous 
Humboldt brothers. The mother, titled lady 
great wealth and intelligence, was widowed 
when her sons were babies. She employed 
distinguished men teach them. She care- 
fully but resolutely laid the shoulders 
her sons the heaviest responsibilities they 
could bear. She sent them missions 
importance other countries, trusting their 
judgment implicitly. Their broad education 
contributed richly their later great accom- 
plishments. All this rigorous demanding 
superior performance was invaluable them, 
for every child within his own 
circle ability. 

This insistence that the habit success 
formed early and over wide range 
undertakings prominent the comment 
all prominent educators. Edward Albert 
Wiggam says: “So long the child not 
any actual physical danger, giving him 
help have destroyed fine chance for 
the child develop the habit success.” 


You Can’t Force Interest 

From wide range experiences the child 
discovers his strong interests. You cannot 
force his interest certain line, though 
many have tried and trying it. Filial 
duty affection may hold the child your 
interest for while, but unless subject 
interests him deeply, can’t give his best 
effort it. Pages biography tell the old 
story over, the lives those meet. 
Misfit and tragic situations follow when the 
interests. Before can have them must 
have many experiences variety. 

times the child has choose between 
two strong interests. Edgar Stillman Kelley 
did. boy lived with his parents 
farm the West. His strong interest 
music was noticed. was sent piano 
teacher. Progress was rapid. Finally the 
teacher told him must choose between 
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music and his interest baseball. was 
splendid baseball player and enjoyed too, 
For several months was unable 
chose music, and American music benefited 
deeply from that choice. 

Seeking answer the child’s questions 
stimulate his thinking. Placing equipment 
about for him use makes him curious, eager 
try new things. 

Gerald Darrow’s grandmother 
recently about his exhaustive knowledge 
birds. She recalled that, when Gerald was 
two, the easiest way get him eat his 
cereal was read him from bird book, 
showing him the pictures. three, she 
pointed bird, named and told all 
about it. year later had grown from 
the knowledge 100 birds 365. His in- 
terest spread flowers and animals. His 
grandmother said that, she his grand- 
father deserved credit his education, 
was because they were never too busy 
read him, answer question. 

Many parents take time read the 
children, sing play for them, teach 
them nursery rhymes and poems. times 
they wonder whether the effort appreciated 
has value. They may sure that 
does. They are giving the child needed atten- 
tion. They are stimulating important concepts 
able. The more capable the parent, the 
broader his interest, the more has give 
the child. 


You Can Share Enthusiasm 


can share with them his enthusiasm for 
arts, letters, science, level which the 
child can enjoy. Madame Curie did so. En- 
thusiasm the basis all fine teaching. The 
inspiration more often caught than taught. 
The parent who takes time encourage and 
develop the child’s mental powers will help 
not only the child but himself. find that 
learning the most exciting thing the world, 
next teaching what has been learned. 

When parents are busy showing the child 
the world fascinating place, they 
worried about his possible genius. 
pretty sure isn’t genius, they’re pretty 
sure they wouldn’t wish him genius. 
They’re delighted have him capable, happy, 
making the most his talents, and enjoying 
his contacts with others. Should have 
him the seeds genius, they will have 
selected the best method helping him 
accept the challenge and responsibility that 
comes with overpowering gift.

The advisory committee the depart- 
ment education the N.C.W.C. takes

compromise their whole future. the 
advisory committee says cautiously that its 
members agree that “such indirect federal 
assistance provided through programs 
like the ‘Civil the 
‘National Youth Administration,’ and the 
‘Engineering, Science, Management War 
Training’ not objectionable.”

Purgatorio. think should take care not 
overdo the hell theme. child takes hell 
much harder than anyone knows. think the 
class should given series pictures 
rather than continuous Purgatorio. think 
that first the structure the threefold 
Commedia should made clear them; 
they should led admire the architectural 
conception it, from the dusky wood, down, 
down, and then up, up, till the empyrean 
attained the poet’s glorious vision. all 
means, think there should not forgotten 
the inscriptions and pictures the rocky 
walls the Circles, the magnificent univer- 
sality the subjects. The young mind cannot 
but expand once, perforce, reaction 
such superb culture. 

For the adolescent, believe the principal 
for the Divina Commedia, and then care- 
fully selected but not too extensive choice 
the emotional situations. Incidental points 
achieved this plan will cover many objec- 
tives: for instance, Florentine personages, 
(enough make the young curious for 
more); old strifes and feuds; 
breathing Dante himself; Virgil, never quite 
wonderfully glimpsed through Dante’s 
tender affection for his master and guide: 
Could anyone ever guess that the lantern- 
jawed, grim poet Giotto’s brush could 
swayed clinging and gentle affection 
the terza rimas record? 

One the things you can utilize best 
the liturgical element the Purgatorio. The 
children will love those fragments and rifts 
the Church hymns that come floating 
the two poets with enchanting effect from 
the valley below, from beyond the ledge 
jutting rock, bursting with full-quired 
harmony they step forth into some higher 
Circle. Especially will the full dramatic and 
lyric effect realized enough the con- 
tent the old Latin hymns made familiar 
them and subsequently associated with 
the scene. Then will not difficult bring 
home their poetic value the great drama.

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OUR RARE OPPORTUNITY 


The present nationwide movement toward 
revision the curriculum and the principles 
upon which based offers our educational 
system rare opportunity. are aware 
the great stress being placed upon the ob- 
jectives individual institutions. Today each 
school being asked determine its objec- 
tives, and then choose the means realiz- 
ing them. our scale values, the religious 
objective stands supreme. should permeate 
our whole educational system. And its in- 
fluence should felt English, science, 
and the social studies, certainly should 
appear very special manner the study 
Latin, for was Christianity that revital- 
ized the art and literature Rome. the 
ruins pagan Rome, the Church built new 
and glorious civilization, art, and literature. 
The artful lispings pagan scholars, lost 
the darkness idolatry, were fashioned anew 
Christian authors into richer spiritual 
literature. This literature announced the 
world, which that time spoke Latin almost 
universally, the clear notes revivified 
Latin language, the joyful tidings the new 
Christian dispensation, the spiritual empire 


Christ. 
SOLUTION 


The foregoing considerations, and the prob- 
lem arousing interest Latin the first 
year led develop course Latin 
based the life Christ, which text satis- 
fies exacting scholastic standards and, the 
same time, contributes forcefully the train- 
ing character embodied our philosophy. 
this text the student introduced the 
study Latin, not through stories pagan 
heroes, and their ways living, though there 
are pagan side-line allusions, but through One 
whom they know, with whom they are 
familiar, their greatest hero, Christ. They 
see Him living the ordinary life human 
beings, the complex human relations, 
running the whole gamut human problems, 
except sin and ignorance trials, 
temptations, social service, and suffering, and 
what men considered ignominious death. 
The Human Christ here concrete imper- 
sonation the high ideals our system 
educational philosophy. 

True, the pupil learns the life Christ 
English the grade school, but just this 
knowledge that aids him overcome some 
the grievances has toward first-year 
Latin, namely, the newness, the disconnected- 
ness, the lack inspiration the material 
usually offered his first year. How easily 
and willingly learns the fundamentals 
syntax from the abundant reading material 
which has much meaning him. How 
absorbs, unconsciously, the high ideals and 
principles, by-product, were, the 
process translation. And when attention 
deliberately directed the ethical teachings 
contained the story, what excellent op- 
portunity here for character training, which 
the teacher can hardly afford disregard 
view the ever increasing emphasis our 
schools upon character guidance, 
and upon the development the civic virtues. 
Without pausing too long the main busi- 
translation, the alert teacher can 
encourage his pupils the superb qualities 
citizenship qualities sympathy, brotherly 
love, generosity, unselfishness, kindness, and 
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meekness, virtues which make the citizen- 
ship Christ. Such lesson citizenship 
has far weightier influence for good than 
many times longer lesson the life 
some pagan hero. 


EXPERIMENTAL RESULTS 


That such approach Latin quite 
practicable proved the author’s firsthand 
results during three years experimentation. 

Unusual interest Latin has been mani- 
fested the students. Not one member 
the class made the usual complaints against 
Latin, and only those lacking mental ability 
all branches study were asked dis- 
continue, failed make the grade. This 
interest carried over students all denomi- 
nations. Some classes represented many 
five different creeds. 

The pupils read easily long passages 
dealing with pagan Roman life the second 
year, due the ease which they acquired 
mastering points syntax often repeated 
the connected stories their first-year text. 

Even though might expect such 
text contain large number ecclesiasti- 
cal words, they are comparatively few. 
Ninety-five per cent the vocabulary 
classical. 

The pupils are unconsciously urged 
make wealth comparisons studying the 
pagan manners and customs. For instance, 
the rigidity the training Roman children, 
their obedience, their respect for the gods, 
etc., which were based law fear, and 
the remembrance the law love which 
permeates the whole the childhood and 
later life Christ. The remarks and com- 
ments made the students regarding the 
underlying motive the pagan training and 
the response are very gratifying 
teacher whose school concerned with form- 
ing the true and perfect Christian. Last year 
when dealing with the Roman marriage cere- 
mony some length, one little girl said, “Last 
year had The Wedding Feast Cana. 
Isn’t this empty scene compared that?” 
When asked why she thought so, she said, 
“Jesus and His Mother were Cana.” 

For us, who use the Roman Missal every 
time attend the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, 
the vocabulary this text serves another 
purpose. Latin then becomes living language. 


PRESENTATION PLAN 


The plan the text, which present 
being used schools, follows: 

The grammatical points, all which are 
according classical usage, are first mastered, 
and then closely associated and presented 
reading lessons concerning the life Christ.

These themes may consist four five 
sentences first, and, the work progresses, 
longer themes may expected. Only the 
vocabulary which the pupils have met may 
used.

presented the pupil the form rule 
which required memorize. 

The vocabularies, which some lessons 
seem long, very often are made such 
words are suggestive the English are 
evident proper names. 

For the convenience teachers who 
may wish select such topics seem de- 
sirable for the work the second year, 
list supplementary lessons 
dealing with the ablative absolute, the dative 
with special verbs, participles, deponent verbs, 
etc. Experience has proved that the pupil 
much better prepared for Caesar has 
time review the syntax necessary for the 
mastery the second-year Latin, than 
has handle breathlessly new constructions 
daily attain the goal set for the second 
semester. 


SOCIAL AND CULTURAL AIMS 


The history the development the 
Latin textbook from series dry gram- 
matical rules, with examples, the modern 
textbook, with its attractive pictures and 
varied suggestions for 
speaks eloquently the aims and purposes 
teachers have had mind, but many times 
the authors were concerned with being 
methodical that they forgot appeal the 
interest the pupil. 

Today, the aim the best Latin textbooks 
distinctly social and cultural. From cul- 
tural point view, may say, defining 
culture, that what remains when every- 
thing else education forgotten. What 
that remains the pupil after course 
this Latin? Many things: The understand- 
ing ideal personality quickened and 
deepened; breadth outlook the life 
Christ which results from carefully poring 
over each little reading lesson dealing with 
some phase His life; universality 
sympathies; refinement taste; appre- 
ciation beautiful morals; delicacy feel- 
ing; proper and balanced conception the 
various actions performed Christ, from 
the time His Incarnation His Ascension 
into heaven from Mount Tabor. These are 
some the things that remain, some the 
elements that full and rounded life for 
which endeavor prepare our students.

So, gritted his teeth and 
clenched his taking ether, 
which nobody knew about that 
and went through the ordeal having the 
bones reset, not knowing, poor man, that this 
was not yet the end. After the wound had 
healed sufficiently that might stand his 
foot, found his disgust that the right 
leg was not only shorter than the left, but that 
considerable portion bone protruded under 
his knee. When Inigo realized how they had 
botched the operation, the very 
likely got from his eyes and his tongue what 
the French had gotten from his guns 
Pamplona. 

They tried reason with him; would 
take months heal they reopened the 
wound, and would enormously painful. 
Then was that Inigo told them what 
wanted done; and they did it.

New Trumpet Sounds 


Now, Inigo was not that sort blind 
person, nor did let cataracts self-love 
grow over his eyes. Besides, was man 
who walked one direction time. And 
even though always kept slight limp 
his right leg, developed plenty speed 
his soul. Dozens have disgusting limp 
our souls which never shows anybody 
outside God and our inner self. Ignatius 
was much better off with his arrangement 
and safer. courtier, made his mind 
the most chivalrous courtier possible 
and was. soldier, decided nobody 
would surpass him courage and loyalty. 
Nobody did. Now read these saints, 
men and women like himself, who followed 
Christ closely their nature allowed; 
read the marvelous attractiveness 
Christ leader, made his mind: 
“Why should not they have done?” 

God knows His man. flung Saul from 
his horse the ground and let him rise 
blinded that must needs stretch out 
his hands servants lead him whither 
would go; was Paul who went down 
Damascus, and was “vessel election” 
from whose eyes fell the scales; was Paul 
for whom live was thereafter Christ, and 
for whom die was gain. /nigo was struck 
down the walls Pamplona’s citadel; 
was who rose from 
couch; was Ignatius who entered the cave 
Manresa; was Ignatius for whom all 
activity henceforth was dedicated solely 
the greater ‘glory God. 

Inigo responded the grace God. (Not 
all that; that why are not 
saints.) changed his name Ignatius for 
the saint Antioch whom revered. Since 
would walk only one direction time, 
resolved walk for the rest his life 
after Christ, his chosen Leader. 

read the facts cold print. With Ignatius 
there could half measures. was using 
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good sense what did 
quently like climbing mountain taking 
four steps forward and then three steps back- 
ward. This simply makes more work for us, 
and uninteresting work that. 

Ignatius looked back into his life 
had lived thus far, and the face the 
things had learned about our Lord’s leader- 
ship and the saints’ followership, felt 
had wasted much his time. There was 
nothing done about time that was past 
and life that had been lived, but Ignatius 
did hope make for lost time work- 
ing kind double shift every hour that 
remained him. Hence, resolved upon 
severe penance, pilgrimage barefooted 
Jerusalem and then the rest his life 
Carthusian monastery. Because was 
resolved all the way for Christ and 
his own soul, began once with long 
vigils prayer. One night during his long 
hours prayer before image our Lady, 
told her meant consecrate himself 
the service her Son for the rest his 
life. Though his injured leg was means 
completely healed yet, set out for the 
Church Our Lady Montserrat. was 
still wearing the only kind clothes had, 
and they were the garments Spanish 
cavalier. You need only look picture 
Spain, and then imagine handsome young 
Spaniard like Ignatius such habiliments, 
and you have some idea the picture 
made. need remember, too, that man 
who would endure the breaking and resetting 
twice leg bone because cared much 
about his appearance must have been gallant 
figure. And that just what was. 


Some Logical Thought 

But the foot the hill Montserrat, 
bought gown sackcloth, rope girdle, 
and one sandal for his right foot. Once the 
city, gave his costly outfit beggar, 
hung his sword and dagger the shrine 
Lady, and spent the entire night 
prayer before her altar. Because all this 
happened four hundred years ago, may 
think little it, but suppose that MacArthur 
exchange their life the public eye for 
life seclusion, wearing nondescript outfits 
sackcloth and sandals, would think 
quite extraordinary. was extraordinary 
thing for Ignatius do; but was the only 
logical thing, since had thought out the 
whole matter logically had. God 
all that matters, then, the sooner and the 
more completely one detaches himself from 
everything else, the better. Whatever need 
becomes our master; become master 
whatever can without. And, the Rev. 
Edward Leen says: “Christ cannot take full 
possession long self still reigns 
within; only the death self can 
reign within us. This the whole explanation 
suffering.” was the strength such 
reasoning that Ignatius set himself become 
independent everything but God. was 
bound seek God alone and use creatures 
only the extent that they would lead him 
God; far they would interfere any 
way with his progress toward the possession 
God, wanted nothing with 
creatures. 

From Montserrat, the doughty cavalier went 
Manresa and repaired there cave 
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which prepare himself for his tilting for 
Christ his King, having chosen the Queen 
Heaven for his ladylove. Ignatius who had 
before aspired Juana, niece the King 
Spain, still yearned for the highest and 
best and found Jesus and His mother. 


Retreat for Two Years 


Out this retreat which extended over 
period two years, most which spent 
alone with God the cave the side 
the hill, came the same ardent Spanish fight- 
ing man, with the same enthusiasm heightened 
immeasurably, with the 
resolution about him, but with exalted pur- 
poses and supremely exalted goal. Inigo 
burning with ambition for glory the house 
Loyola and particularly for Inigo was 
transformed into Ignatius fire for the 
greater glory God; Inigo writing love 
poems for Juana was changed into Ignatius 
writing his Leader Christ: from 
liberty, memory, and will; give 
but Thy love and Thy grace and 
rich enough.” Out that retreat came the 
Spiritual Exercises, detailed drill regulations 
for the soldiers Christ’s army. 

learn these facts the life St. 
Ignatius, we, perhaps, fancy him walking 
about kind rhythmic march tune, 
head up, shoulders back, eyes front, being the 
fine soldier parade, the Holy Spirit whisper- 
ing into his ready ear all the details the 
Spiritual Exercises which have changed kings 
into saintly Carthusians through the centuries. 
But was not like that, not all. was 
only great agony soul that Ignatius was 
able, with the aid grace for which 
prayed incessantly and mortified his own will 
and desire, force himself abandon the 
goals had thus far pursued. Try yourself 
for day, you can muster the courage; 
perhaps you should resolve only upon one 
single hour; forbid yourself any voluntary 
thought your own importance; don’t say 
word about your accomplishments; not 
defend yourself when you are misjudged; 
glad that you are getting your just deserts 
when you are left out things and forgotten. 
Try that for hour solidly, for day 
your courage increases, and your moral 
stamina. Then, “screw your courage the 
sticking place” Lady Macbeth told her 
husband, and try imagine yourself going 
through the rest your life without recogni- 
tion anybody but God, unknown, your 
name never the papers, people, all sorts 
people, even your neighbors, saying “What 
was the name?” when introduced you for 
the fifth time. Try it, and you may have 
some slight notion the enormous courage 
and the consummate holiness this limping 
Spanish courtier. 


Free Lances for Christ 


Before left Manresa, already had the 
idea formulating religious Order, 
company Free Lances for Christ, soldiers 
who would fight for their Leader anywhere 
any danger, any risk themselves, long 
the banner Christ went before them 
borne His own The great yearning 
the heart Ignatius was the Holy 
Land; the Crusades and their purpose had 
gotten into the -blood warriors those 
centuries and was still there even the last 
the Holy Wars hundred 
years ago. 
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St. Ignatius made his pilgrimage the 
Holy Land, hoping find there his work and 
the work his projected Order, always keep- 
ing the front his mind the ardent desire 
follow the will God, should 
manifested him His representatives. 
this particular case, the will God was shown 
him rather interesting fashion the 
superior the Franciscans who ordered him 
back Spain, saying that was not unusual 
for pilgrims kidnapped for ransom. 
that happen Ignatius, said the 


frightened Franciscan, his monastery would 


have pay the ransom. first, St. 
whose heart was all for spending the rest 
his days here amid the very surroundings 
our Lord’s earthly life, remonstrated and told 
the Superior that would not care 
ransomed; finally, when was told that 
there was hand Papal Bull authorizing 
the Franciscans send home this fashion 
any pilgrim, St. Ignatius turned his face 
Spain, making sweet lemon adjustment 
his great disappointment: should have 
education anyway hope much 
good for souls, and this gives 
opportunity.” seized the opportunity. 


Latin Barcelona 


Back Barcelona went and for two 
solid years studied Latin grammar with the 
young boys who were preparing enter the 
University; St. Ignatius was years old 
the time, and was laboriously poring over 
declensions and conjugations and two- and 
three-termination adjectives among lads who 
were not born when their fellow student was 
risking his life defense one their 
Spanish cities. all, St. Ignatius spent 
years study, with little success two 
three Spanish Universities, with greater 
success Paris, the queen universities. 
Wherever went attracted people 
himself; and was constantly keeping 
weather eye out for possible companions 
his great project army for his Leader 
Christ. Salamanca also Barcelona 
and Alcala had won several young men 
who were greatly interested his plan, but 
for one reason another, they dropped off 
eventually and stood alone. But Paris 
was very different. Because Ignatius had 
surrendered his own will completely 
God’s will, God looked out for him and 
arranged all things his advantage that not 
only the men who joined him Paris remain 
faithful, but every one them became 
exceptionally holy. The first these was 
Peter Faber who was not difficult convince 
because had himself been thinking along 
such lines for some time. But the second, 
who was become perhaps the most famous 
all, was not easy convince. That was 
Francis Xavier. was out make name 
for himself and incidentally for the house 
Xavier, and could not bothered with this 
spiritually minded Spaniard. 


Seven Soldiers Christ 


But Ignatius had God his side and Peter 
Faber besides, so, what could poor Xavier do? 
With Ignatius dinning into his ears, 
will profit man, Don Francisco, gain 
the whole world and suffer the loss his 
own soul?” simply succumbed, not Igna- 
tius, but grace. the end, there were 
seven them, six besides Ignatius. They 
worked diligently their studies, planning 
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their lives little meetings they held for that 
purpose from time time. the fifteenth 
August, 1534, they met Montmartre, and 
confirmed their project taking vow 
three things: poverty, not own anything; 
chastity; and make journey Jerusalem. 
This last was given alternate later when 
became practically impossible make the 
pilgrimage, namely, offer their services 
the Holy Father would direct. 


The Society Jesus 


The name chosen St. Ignatius was 
Company Jesus out his intense love for 
Christ. When the rules were approved the 
Holy See, however, the name was given 
Society Jesus, and that name gen- 
erally known today. The name Jesuit, which 
highly respected today, was originally 
name opprobrium and was given the 
members the Society scorn. St. Ignatius 
wanted for himself, and wanted for his 
brothers the Society follow Christ 
closely all possible. Persecution and 
contempt and resistance were targets for his 
lance; did not expect sit under palm 
trees and loll hammocks all his life. St. 
Ignatius was soldier, first and last; and 
expects his followers the same; other- 
wise, they have place his Company 
Jesus. know how gallantly the sons 
Ignatius have heeded that battle cry, need 
only run our eyes down the calendar 
canonized saints, and note how many, how 
very many them bear the significant “S.J.” 
after their name. 

the field education, missionary 
work, any controversy involving the faith 
any phase the work the Church, you 
will find Jesuits the vanguard. St. Ignatius 
died July 31, 1556; his Society was years 
old; there were professed men the 
Company, and thousand young men one 
hundred houses preparing become members 
the Free Lances Christ. And, any- 
where the world there Jesuit who does 
not have the gallantry the Spanish cavalier, 
and the burning enthusiasm for God and the 
Captaincy Christ; anywhere the world 
there Jesuit who not far the way 
holiness, not because his founder did 
not show him how. 


Spiritual “Exercises” 

And anybody ever has gone through 
the Spiritual Exercises (the word exercises, 
you notice) and has not come out saint, 
because has not striven with God 
for His help and with himself for victory, 
their author did. Manresa was battle- 
field every bit much Pamplona was; 
and the Spiritual Exercises were written 
soldier who had been severely wounded 
battle, for soldiers who would very likely 
also wounded battle. One does not 
develop one’s muscles nor improve one’s 
physique merely reading the rules; 
necessary actually through the exercises. 
Virtuosos are not made watching Fritz 
Kreisler; takes long hours practice and 
periods discouragement conquered the 
will win. All this works out the same way 
matters the soul. 

course, there was only one Inigo 
Pamplona; and only one Ignatius Loyola; 
may the challenge more than you have 
the courage take. But, you have, God 
helping, the halo awaits you.

Understanding Argentina 

Argentina still “young” its develop- 
ment, yet, its people (chiefly people Span- 
ish descent and native Indians) have taken 
advantage their environment such ways 
that they have helped make their country 
progressive and prosperous. 

This country has advantage having 
sizable areas farming and grazing lands 
the middle latitudes. These two types work 
provide most the products for foreign trade 
and have given rise the largest city south 
the equator, Buenos Aires, which one 
fifth the people the country live. 

Some the environmental factors which 
either enhance hinder the progress are 
these: vast areas treeless plains where 
the growing season sufficiently long for 
various crops ripen, the summer rainfall 
adequate, and the soils fertile. this may 
added the fact that the seasons, opposite 
time from those middle-latitude coun- 
tries the northern hemisphere, are advan- 
tage, since the products the South can 
marketed lands the northern hemisphere 
during their winter months. 

Other advantages are: valuable forest prod- 
ucts the forms tannin and hard lumber 
are found parts the country. 

Close proximity arid lands mountains 
are advantage because streams furnish 
water for irrigation. 

Two great rivers provide good means for 
transportation products. 

But the other hand, there are few 
disadvantages. Humid, tropical areas the 
north, dry, thin pasturage lands the south, 
lack ore deposits, and few railroads outside 
the Pampa are factors which have slowed the 
progress the country. 


Over the Andes South America’s 
Largest City 

After our visiting the three very inter- 
esting sections Chile have returned 
Santiago and now find ourselves the 
airport again waiting for one the planes 
owned the Pan-American Airways. The 
plane refueled and ready for its trip 
Buenos Aires. complete our reservations 
and take our places the cabin. The motor 
starts and we’re off! wave last farewell 
our friends the airport who look smaller 
and smaller fly high the sky. fly 
over the Andes again, this time from west 
east. one point our trip are told 
look downward out the cabin window 
see the famous statue, the Christ the 
Andes, which stands the Uspallata Pass 
peak 12,000 feet above the sea. 
stands guard keep the peace which the 
people Chile and Argentina made years 
ago. The people these two countries had 
had dispute over the boundary and, when 
was finally settled, they took the cannons 
which had been guarding the frontier and 
melted them into this huge statue Christ. 
the granite pedestal engraved Span- 
ish, these mountains crumble into dust 
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before the people Argentina and Chile 
break the peace which they have sworn 
maintain the feet Christ the Redeemer.” 
Doesn’t that show fine Catholic spirit 
the part both the countries? 

The trip Buenos Aires, South America’s 
largest city, takes only about six hours 
plane. Going by. land travel, the same 
trip would have taken days.

The People Argentina 
Indians 


Where they live: 

Land the men with big 
feet. The region gets its name from the 
Indians which Magellan found there. His men 
called them giants. 

Tierra del Fuego. These Indians are 
the same tribe those whom met 
southern Chile. 

Gran Chaco. roving band Indians 
live here. 


What they do: 

These Indians hunt, fish, herd sheep, and 
forest work. 

know very little the natives Argen- 
tina because when the Spaniards came 
Argentina they found Indians but not the 
Mexico, Guatemala, and Peru. The Spaniards 
found here roving race who depended for 
their living their skill hunting and 
fishing. The Spaniards knew they could expect 
neither work nor wealth from them. Soon 
most them went the way the North 
American Indian. Today, therefore, Argen- 
tina “white man’s land.” all that 
huge country with population more than 
thirteen million, there are scarcely fifty thou- 
sand Indians remaining. Many these are 
the Chaco. few thousand are Pata- 
gonia, and few hundred Tierra del Fuego. 


The White Man 


His qualities: 

energetic and intelligent. The Argen- 
tinians are called the most progressive people 
South America. The people Buenos Aires 
boast what they have done for the city 
rather than what the city has done for them. 


Whence came: 
Italy, Germany, Spain, France, Basque 
Country, and the United States. 


Life the Country Campo 
The gaucho: 

the cowboy Argentina, frontier 
man the Pampa. Usually mixed 
Indian and white blood. 

His appearance: wears beautifully 
colored poncho, hat 
fastened under the chin with elastic band, 
tight leather apron over his left thigh 
protect the trouser leg from being rubbed 
his lasso, belt which attached 
sheathed knife, and boots with enormous, 
cruel looking spurs. 

His work: lives the Pampa and 
manages enormous herds cattle. His most 
prized possessions are his knife, spurs, lasso, 
and saddle. knows little about the ways 
the city, but knows and sees and hears 
everything the Pampa. bruised clump 
Pampas grass, the song bird, the pricking 
forward his horse’s ears, all have mean- 
ing for him. Some few gauchos general 
farm 
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His food: All wants eat piece 
broiled roasted beef mutton. With 
this drinks yerba mate, and seems 
get along very well indeed without any bread 
vegetables, or, fact, anything else. 

His home: lives very large 
plantation called estancia. Some large ones 
have hundred thousand acres land. The 
home itself large with red roof. Like the 
Mexican houses, built around patio. 
Some poor gauchos live rude mud huts. 

His celebrations: There cele- 
bration when the time comes divide the 
flocks and herds the estancia. steer 
roasted whole its hide, the gauchos play 
their guitars, dance, and tell jokes and 
stories. The gaucho also likes catch ostriches 
with bolas, long cord braided leather 
with round stone the end. Because Argen- 
tina becoming prosperous nation, the large 
estancias are being divided and the gaucho 
becoming figure the past. 


Life the Cities: 

Life the large cities Argentina much 
like that the large cities our own United 
States. 


IV. Religion the People Argentina 


The vast majority the people belong 
the Roman Catholic Church, which sup- 
ported the state. But there freedom for 
other religions. The schools supported the 
Catholic Church are overwhelming the 
majority. 

The people are good Catholics; they not 
believe divorce; fact, they look down 
upon those who cross the border 
Uruguay for the purpose getting divorce. 


Education the People Argentina 
Rating the Schools: 

The schools Argentina are the best organ- 
ized all the South American schools. 
recent years, the government has done much 
stamp out illiteracy entirely. There are 


many private schools Argentina. They are 
three kinds: those conducted religious 
agencies, individuals, and foreign 
colonies. these the Catholic schools are 
far the majority. this respect, many 
others, the people Argentina are building 
the country South America.” 


Support the Schools: 

Education controlled the national and 
provincial governments. free. Children 
between the ages and must attend 
school. 


Kinds Schools: 

Elementary schools: Instruction consists 
six-grade course. 

Children many schools wear uniforms. 
They have very attractively illustrated text- 
books and brightly colored schoolbags. 

Secondary Schools: These include an- 
other five six years instruction. 

Argentina has fine institutions for higher edu- 
cation. Good examples these are the Na- 
tional Universities Buenos Aires, Plata, 
and Cordoba where courses law, medicine, 
engineering, liberal arts, etc., are taught. 


Argentina 
Kind: 

The government republican, representa- 
tive, and federal. modeled broadly after 
that the United States. The president and 
vice-president are elected for six years. The 
government also consists senate, house 
chamber deputies, and supreme court. 
Only males more than years old may vote.

The city, Lujan, famous for its shrine 
the Blessed Virgin Mary. has become 
the Lourdes Argentina, Uruguay, and 
Paraguay.

Lujan, has fine exhibits gaucho life, 
the early railroads, and mementos Argen- 
tina’s greatest men. 


Calle Florida: 

shoppers’ paradise. has quaint shops 
and the main shopping street the city. 
Motor traffic forbidden here the after- 
noon when thousands people come shop 
walk. 


Iguazu Falls: 

the boundary Argentina and Brazil, 
steeper than Niagara Falls. has seventy 
different cascades. 


Winter Playground Nahuel Haupi: 

This park the Andes about 1200 miles 
southwest Buenos Aires. the Yellow- 
stone Argentina. 


Colon Opera House: 

Buenos Aires, far larger and hand- 
somer than any have the United States. 
covers city block. Elevators carry 
one from the entrance his private box. 

The cemetery Buenos Aires: 

different from any other. Instead 
graves and gravestones, filled with tombs 
which are like small fashionable houses with 
bronze doors, stained-glass windows, with 
beautiful curtains.

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Little Altar for Home School 


Sister Emmanuel, V.H.M.* 


This little altar can made any size 
desired, and poster board (good, stiff card- 
board), cigar-box wood, light lumber. 
fine altar can made 
white pine, altar table large 
inches long not too large take care 
of. The dimensions the accompanying draw- 
ing may divided multiplied without 
destroying the proportions. 

The first part constructed the altar 
table. This simply box, the top piece pro- 
jecting little beyond the vertical sides.

the canopy lighter weight, will not 
warp the back its downward pull.

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Speech the Grade School 


Thomas Curry, 


The idea holding city-wide speech 
contest for grade-school students was, 
me, entirely novel idea. friend mine 
suggested it. But once presented, there seemed 
nothing radically wrong with it. Turn 
the idea any way you would; look from 
any angle, and seemed sound. The voices 
seventh and eighth graders, their en- 
thusiasm, the time their school day for 
training, all compared favorably with the 
same points regarding high school freshmen. 
And there are many fine freshman speakers. 

very telling point favor extending 
speech activities the grade schools, how- 
ever, the need shall have good speak- 
ers after this war. Freedom speech 
sacred heritage. must retain it, and, 
using properly, retain the other freedoms 
also. College students today and many 
high school students today may not 
enthusiastic part that world: they are 
should careful give the younger boys 
and girls the education they will need for 
leadership 1948 1949. This point, 
suppose, was rather telling considera- 
tions. any rate the contest was planned. 

Only seventeen schools replied favorably 
the form letter sent out proposing the 
contest. That very few from 130 parochial 
schools the St. Louis area. But, still, 
large enough number make good com- 
petition; laid our plans. 

There were three divisions: 
declamation, dramatic declamation, humorous 
declamation. Anything like original oratory 
extempore speaking is, course, beyond 
grade-school pupils. Each the three divi- 
sions was rather completely filled. And, 
quite frank, everyone was surprised the 
display talent. had expected that the 
humorous and dramatic declamation would 
more less perfect species memory 
lesson and that oratory would better 
nothing but few emphatic clenched-fist 
gestures and louder tone. But were 
pleasantly surprised. every division the 
better speakers exhibited for the judges 
variety tone, change pace, and 
sincerity interpretation that would shame 
most high school sophomores. The platform 
technique many them also was arresting. 
They moved about appropriately and gestured 
with precision. general, the girls excelled 
dramatic declamation and somewhat too 
humorous, while the boys were supreme 
oratory. That, believe, the usual distribu- 
tion talent. 

The decision the judges could not 
disputed, since the winning school won with 
total point score 145 against the sec- 
ond place total 55. And there was reason 
for this success. Speech work that school 
had been emphasized during the entire pre- 
vious year. English, Sister feels, can be- 
come very monotonous subject not linked 
with the actual use the proper mood, 
tense, voice, case, person, etc. So, one hour 
week, Friday afternoon, she holds

workshop for her English students. Other 
rooms are invited in, seated double per- 
mitted stand about the walls, and different 
interesting projects are run off. One day two 
opposite characters will meet. While one 
the characters endeavors use impeccable 
English, the other converses the slang 
and poor grammar common. This should 
indicate how atrocious poor English actually 
sounds. 

Another project called “Hired Fired” 
(catchy titles help make the exercise both 
interesting and memorable).

Bishop O’Connor brought seven Sisters 
Mercy from Ireland who made the first founda- 
tion their order the United States Pitts- 
burgh 1843 where they now conduct Mount 
Mercy College part their activities. 

Rev. Thomas Quigley, the present diocesan 
superintendent schools, has contributed brief 
review Catholic education the diocese show- 
ing the constant attention education. Most 
Rev. Regis Canevan, former bishop Pittsburgh, 
was one time member the diocesan board 
examiners teachers; Most Rev. Hugh 
Boyle, present bishop Pittsburgh, was dioc- 
esan superintendent schools; and Most Rev. 
Ralph Hays, later superintendent, became 
bishop Helena, and afterward rector the 
American College Rome.
